lyCJ^IRGS:    1,    1892. 

In  submitting  this  report  to  our  fellow  townsmen  we  feel  free 
to  say  at  the  outset,  that  the  school  year  just  passed  has  been  a 
very  successful  one  ;  notwithstanding  we  have  not  had  as  many 
weeks  of  school  as  last  year  ;  yet  we  feel  confident  from  our 
standpoint  that  the  schooling  that  the  scholars  have  received  in 
the  village  schools  has  been  of  more  worth  than  for  several 
terms  previous.  As  you  are  all  aware,  we  have  had  only  three 
schools  in  town  the  last  year.  The  scholars  in  the  west  part  of 
the  town  have  been  conve^'^ed  to  the  Flat,  thus  giving  them 
equal  advantages  with  those  living  nearer  the  school  house.  In 
two  families  in  Div.  No.  1  private  instruction  has  been  given,  as 
we  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  employ  a  teacher  for  three  schol- 
ars. The  complete  school  chart  treating  upon  Reading,  Phonics, 
Penmanship.  Drawing,  Geography,  Arithmetic,  U.  S.  History, 
and  Civil  Government  has  been  introduced,  also  the  language 
chart,  both  of  which  we  think  are  very  beneficial,  and  a  great 
help  to  the  teacher,  as  by  this  means  she  is  enabled  to  give  in- 
struction not  only  to  the  whole  class,  but  to  the  whole  school  at 
the  same  time  if  deemed  advisable.  These  are  only  a  few  of 
the  many  helps  and  references  that  are  needed  in  our  school 
rooms,  as  this  town  is  sadly  in  need  of  small  maps  and  globes, 
as  well  as  many  books  of  reference. 

DIV.   No.   2. 

Two  Terms — Hannah  R.  Liunell,  teacher  both  terms. 

Miss  Linnell  is  a  lady  of  very  high  educational  and  moral  at- 
tainments, and  has  had  a  long  experience  m  both  graded  and 
mixed  schools.  She  introduced  more  system  and  better  order 
than  her  scholars  had  been  wont  to  receive,  consequently  some 
time  was  needed  at  the  commencement  of  the  first  term  to  bring 
them  into  line  ;  her  methods  of  instruction  were  good,  and  the 
results  obtained  were  verv  commendable. 


DIV.  No.  3. 

First  Term — Mary  A.  Parker,  teacher. 

Miss  Parker  is  a  very  good  disciplinarian  and  instructor ; 
being  full  of  energy,  she  strives  to  impart  the  same  to  her  pupils  ; 
the  improvement  in  the  general  appearance,  and  deportment  of 
the  scholars,  both  in  and  out  of  the  school  room,  was  verj' 
marked.  And  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  this  term  was  a 
success  in  every  particular  ;  and  we  believe  will  be  of  lasting 
good  to  those  who  were  privileged  to  enjoy  it. 

Second  Term — Lubella  A.  Sheldon,  teacher. 

Miss  Sheldon  built  upon  the  foundation  which  Miss  Parker 
had  laid  ;  therefore  much  time  was  saved  in  bringing  the  school 
into  working  order.  Miss  Sheldon  succeeded  in  creating  an  un- 
heard of  interest  in  her  pupils  ;  her  order  was  fair,  and  instruct- 
tion  good.  We  deem  it  a  privilege  and  our  duty  to  the  teach- 
ers of  this  school,  in  saying  in  no  year  since  our  connection 
with  the  schools  has  this,  or  any  other  one  in  town,  made  the 
advancement  and  improvement  in  one  year  that  this  school  has. 

'    DIV.  No.  4. 

Two  Terms — Bertha  E.  Sawyer,  teacher. 

Miss  Sawyer  succeeded  in  gaining  the  confidence  and  good- 
will of  her  pupils,  and  holding  it  to  the  close  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  raise  the  average  attendance  materially.  Indifference  on 
the  part  of  parents  is  more  detrimental  to  this  school  than  any- 
thing else.  Miss  Sawyer  gives  evidence  of  tact,  as  well  as  tal- 
ent in  teaching.  The  order  was  faultless,  which  fact  guaran- 
tees success.
